Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 2/13/06 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

The recitation "and wherein, when an error has been 
detected, said image forming unit proceeds with an operation in 
progress without executing initialization and without executing 
reset" in the proposed amendment to claims 1, 18, & 23 raises a 
new question of patentability. Applicant's arguments (2/13/06 
Response: page 9, line 11 - page 13, line 5; particularly page 
9, line 11 - page 11, line 22) rest upon this new question of 
patentability.
